IT. Pyratius, a young Man of Babylon, was exceed- 
ingly in love with Thi/be, the Daughter of one that .h1- 
ved the very next Houſe to his Father, nor was he lels 
beloved by her; both Parents had diſcerned ir, and for 
ſome Reaſons kept them both up ſo ſtrezghtly, that they 
were not ſuffered ſo muchas to ſpeak ro one another, 
atlaſt they found opportunity of diſcourſe through the 
Chink of a Wall betwixt them, and appointed to meet 
rogether in a cerrain place without the City, Thishs 
came firſt to the place appointed, but being terrified 
by a Lioneſs which paſſed by. ſhe fled into a Cave near 
thereabours, and in her flight had loſt her Veil, which 
the Lioneſs tumbled to and fro with her bloody Mouth, 
and ſo left it ; foomafter Pyramus came alſo to the fame 
place, and there finding the Vail which-the uſed to 
wear, all bloody, he overhaſtily concluded, thar ſhe 
was torn in piec2s by ſome wild Beaſt, and. therefore. 
flew himſelf with his own Sward under a Mulberry 
Tree, which was the place of their mutual agreement 3- 
Thiſbe, when ſhe thought the Lionels was gone paſt, lefr 
her Cave, with an earncft defire ro meer her Lover,bug 
tinding him ſlain, overcome with grief and defire, ſhe 
fell upon the ſame Sword, and died with him. Zuingli.

ITI. Eurialus Count of 4ng1ſta, was a young man of 
extraordinary beauty, and during -the ſtay of the Em- 
perour, Sigiſmund, King of Bohemia, and Hungary, at Si- 
emia,he caſt his Eye upon Lucretia aVirgin of that place, 
and at firſt ſight fell vehemently 1n love with her; the 
Virgmalſo, whom in reſpe& of her admirable form; they 
called commonly the ſecond Venus, was no leſs ſurpri-" -* 
Zed than himielf at the ſame inſtant; ina ſhort tzme- . 
taey became berter acquainted,:but at. the . Emperors 
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& The Tranſcendent Effe&ts of 
removal rhence to Rome, when Enrialus was compelled 
to leave his Lady behind him,ſhe was not able ro endure 
his abſence, bur died under the impatience cf it ; Enri- 
alns at the hearing of her death, rough he was ſome- 
what ſupported by the counſels, and conſolations of-his 
Friends, and thereby perſuaded to live, yet from the 
time of her death, to the laſt day of his life, he was ne- 
ver known to laugh.

IV. Goorizs a Captain, when he had eipied Rodanthe, 
a fair Caprive Maid. he fe}l upon his knees before My/ti- 
[15 the General, with tears, vows, and all the Rhetorick 
he could;% by the Scars he had formerly received.the 
good ſervices he had done, or whatſoever elſe was dear 
unto him, he beſought h1s General that he might have 
the fair Priſoner to his Wife, as a reward of his Valour; 
moreover he would forgive him all his Arrears, I asb, 
ſaid he. no part of the booty, no other thing, but Rodanthe t9 
be my Wife ; and whenhe could not compatſs her by fair 
means, he fell to Treachery, force, and Villany, and ar 
laſt ſet his life at ſtake, ro accompliſh his defire. Byy- 
tons Melancholy, part.

V, Plutarch faith it was a caſtom remaining to his 
days, that Wives would wiſh ſo to be beloved of 
their Husbands, as Pieria was by Phrygins, tins with had 
Its riſe from the following Fiſtory 5 of thoſe Fontars 
thar planted themſcives in 2{ztum, ſome raiſed Seairt- 
on ap2inſt che Sons of Nelezs, and feared themſelves 1n 
Ayo; theſe received divers injuries from the Mel frans, 
who made war upon them f5r going away from them, 
but nor ſo ſeverely. as to exclude all commerce, to that 
upon ſome Feſtivals the Women had Itherty ro come 
from Moto Milttum; Pythes was one of che Revolrers, 
and underſtanding tar a Feaſt was to be kept in Milz- 
tum to Diana, he nt his Wife and Dauphtcr Puriato 
obtain leave that he might be preſent at 1t ; now of all 
the Sons of Niles, Phrygins was the moſt powerful, he 
being inflamed with the love of Pieria, thought of no- 
thing more than of doing ſomerhing that might be ac- 
ceptable ro her, and whenſhe to;d him, that cy” 
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Lowe, Friendſhip, and Gratitude. 
could he more grateful to her, than to procure her hbers 
tv of coming often toMil:tum,in the Company of many 
Virgins. he underſtood by that Speech, that Peace was 
dctired, and Friendſhip fought with the Mil:ſrans ; 
he therefore concluded the War; and thence was 1t 
that the names oftheſe rwoLovers were fo dear to both 
People.

VI. There was amongſt the Grecians a Company of 
Souldi-rs, conf:ſting of three hundred, that was calted; 
The Holy Band, erefted by Gorgidas, and choſen out of 
ſuch as heartily loved one another, whereby it came 
to paſs, thar they could never be broken.,nor overcome, 
for their love. and hearty affef&tion would not ſuffer 
them to forſake one anotiter, whatſoever danger hap. 
pened ; but atthe Barrel of Cheronea they were all ſlain, 
after the fight, King P»1ilip taking view of the dead bo- 
dics, he ſtood ſi1!] in that place, where all theſe three 
hurdred men lay ſlain, thruſt through with Pikes on 
their Breaſts, whereat he much wonared, and being 
rold that it was the Lovers Band, he fell a weeping, ſay- 
ing, Wh be to them that think thele men did, .or ſuffered any 
ai;honet thing ;, Plutarch. 1n Pelopida. | 

VIE. Leancer was a young Man of Avia9s, and” was 
deeply in love with #0, a beautiful Virgin of Seſtos , 
theſe two Towns were oppoſite rocach other, and the 
narrow Sea of rhe Heii-(pont lay berwixt them. Leander 
uſcd divers nights to frm over the He!{e(port ro this 
Love, while the held up a Torch from aTower, to be 
his direction in the mght; but though this praftice con- 
tinued long, yet at length Z-aznder adventuring to per- 
form the ſame one nipht when the Sea was rough, and: 
the waves high, was unfortunately drowned ; Ins dead 
hody was caſt up ar Sejtos, where Hero from her Tower 
beheld it; bur ſhe not-being able to outlive fo grear a 
loſs, caſt her felf headiong from the top of 1t into the 
Sea, and rhere perithed. Innumerable arc the inſtances

Burton, ) be- 
ing bufily imployed in a Fickd near the Sea, and h's 
Wife at ſome diſtance from him, the Woman was fet- 
zed upon by ſome T:irbith Pyrates, who came on thoar 
to-prey upon all they could find ; upon Is returnnot 
firding his Wife, and perceiving a Ship that lay at An- 
chor not far off, conje&uring the matter as it was, he 
threw himſelf into rhe Sea,- and ſwam up to the Ship, 
then calling to the Captain, he told him, he was come 
to follow his Wife ; he feared not the Barbariſm of che 
Enemies of the Chriſtian Faith.nor the muſeries thoſe 
Slaves endurethar are thruſt into places where theymuſt 
tagar the Oar, his Love overcaine all cheſe; the IM ors 
were full of ad-1irarion art rhe carriage of the man, for 
they had ſeen fome of Ins Counrrymen rather chuſe 
death than.to endure fo hard a lots of their Liber y,and 
2t their return they told the whole of rh1s ſtory to the 
King of Tunis, who moved with the Relation of ſo 

; great a Love gave him and his Wife their freedom, 
4.2nd the Man was made by his command one of the 
Soldiers of his Liſeguard.Burtons Helancholy,Part 3. 

IX. Philip King of France, Sirnamed The God, the 
firſt Author of that greatneſs, whereunto the Houſe of 
Burgundy did arrive, was about rweney three years of 
Ape, when his Father John Duke of Burgundy was ſlain 
by the villanv, and perfidiouſneſs of Charles the Day- 
phin; beinz informed of thar unwelcome nuwe, ſull.of 
grief & anger as he was, he haſted into theChamber of 
tis Wife, who was the Daupbins Siſter, O ſaid he, my 
Michalea thy Rrother, hath murdered my Father, She who 
was 2 true. Lover of hcor Hutkand, 1ireight broke forth -

Xl. Gratianys the Roman Emperor; was fo great and 
known a Lover of his Wife, that Is Encmies had 
hereby an o:caſion minmſtred to them «o eninire hs 
l:fe, which was on thtz manner; Aaxims the Ulurper, 
cauſed arepnrtts he ſpread, thar rhe Empref with cer- 
tain Troops was come 19 ice her Hutband, and to go 
with him into 7aly, and ſenta Meſſenger with counter- 
ic1r Letters tothe Emperor, to give him advice there- 
of 5 after this, he icnr one of his moſt ſubtle Captains, - 
with order that he ſhould put himielf into an Horſe- 
litter with ſome choten Soldiers, and go ro meet the 
Emyeror, pretending himſelf ro be the Empreſs, -and 4 -- 
{9 ro ſurpr1Ze, and kill him; the @mning: Capain per- © -.

XII. Meleagir challenged ro him{ielf rhe chief 2tory, 
and honour of ſlay mms the Cairdorimm Boar, bur it 16 tboing 
wgemed kim, he fate im hi Cham'er to angry, end dil- 
conrented, that when the Enemy (lo were the Cite 
ers ) were aflulting che City where he lived, he would 
nor ſtir our to lend his Citizens rhe Feafr of his afli(t- 
ance; tne Eiders, Mapiſtrates, the cect of the City, 
and the Pricſts came ro him with their hamHvle {upy)t- 
cations, bur he would not move ; they propounded 4 
great reward, he deſpiſcd at once both 1t and them; 
his Father Otnezs came to him, and imbracing Þ1s 
knees, endeavoured ro make him rclenr, bur allin 
yarn ; his Mother came, and trycd all ways, bur was re- 
fuſed ; his Siſters, and his moſt familiar Friends were 
ſent tohim, and begged he would rot forſake them 1n 
theirlaſt exttemiry ; bur neither this way was his fierce 
mind to be wrought upon ; in the mean time the Ene- 
my had broken into the City, and then came F15 Wife, 
called Cl:opatra, trembling 3 O my deareſt Love, ſaid ſhe, 
held us, or we are loſt 5 the Enemy ts already entred ; the 
#ro was moved with this voice alone, and rouſed him- 
felfat the apprehenſion of the danger of his beloved 
Wife ; he armed himſelf, went forth, and left nor, till 
he had repuſfed the Enemy, ard pnt the City into its 
wonted ſafety, and ſecurity.

XIII. Titus Gracrchrs loved his Wife Corne'ia with 
thar fervency, that when two Snakes were by charce 
found ih his Houſe, and that the Soothſayers had pro- 
nounced that they ſkould not ſuffer them both to cf 
ca>e, but that one of them ſhould be killed, affirming 
aiiorhatif the Male was ler go,Comnelia ſhould diefirit; 
on the cther fide that Grarchns ſhould firſt expire, 1f 
the Female were ler go, Diſmiſs then the Female (ard he, 
thet ſo Cernelia may ſurvite me wins am at this tine the El- 
ger ; It ſo fell out that ne dic4l foon after, leaving _ 
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9 1n2ny Sons,fo entirely beloved by the Mother, and 
e t.emory of her Fuſband, fo dear to her, that ſhe 
fuſed the proftered Marriage with Ptolomy King of 
£5::t+ itfeems the buried Aſhes of her Husband Jay 
{5 coid 52 her heart, thar rhe ſplendor of a Dijadem and 
2!l the pomp of a rich, and preftered Kingdom, were 
not able foro warm 11, as tomake 1t capable of rece1- 
ving the impreflion of a new Love. Valerius Maximus, 
lib. - 

XIV. Caligula the Emperonr had Ceſonia to Wife, 
and though ſhe was not of remarkavle beauty, nor of 
a juſt, but declining Age; though by another Huſband 
fhe was already the Mother of three Davghters, yet 
being one borh of Prodigious Luxury, ard Laſciviouſ- 
neſs. he loved her with that ard«ncy, and conſtancy, 
that he often ſhewed her to the Soldiers riding by him 
inner Armour, and to his Friends even naked. The 
day ſhe was brought ro Bed,he made her hisWi1te,pro- 
fefling that he was at once her Huſband, and the Father 
of a Child by her; the Child, which was named 7ulia 
Dr1ſilla, was by his order carried about to all the Tem- 
ples of the Gods; at laſthe Jaid it down in the lap of 
Minerva, and commended the Child to her Education, 
and Inſtruction, nor did he conclude the Child ro be 
his, by any more certain ſ:gn thanthis, that even 1n her 
Infancy ſhe had a cruelty to natural, that ſhe would tly 
upon the Faces and Eyes of ſuch Children as plaid with 
her, with her fingers, and nails. Suctonius Hiſt. 

XV. M. Plantius, by the Command of the Senate of 
Rome, was to bring back a Navy of tixry Ships of the 
Confederates into A/725 he putaſhore at Tarentum, and 
thither had Oreftilla his Wife followed him, and thete 
overcome with'a Diſeaſe.fhe departed this life. Plantius 
having ordered al! things for the celebration of the Fu- 
neral,ſhe was laid upon tne Plle to be burynr,2s the Ro- 
man manner was; the laſt Offices to be performed, were 
fo anoint the dead body, and to give it a valedictory, 
or farewet kifs, but berwixt theſe, the grieved Huſband 
fell upon his own Sword, and died'; his Friends og 
| 1m 
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him ap in his Gown and Shoes, as he was, and laying 
his Body by that of his Wives, burnt them both toge- 

ther ; rhe Sepulcher of theſe Two 15 yet tobe ſeen at 
Tventum, and 's called, The Tab of tz Two Lovers, Va- 
kr. Max. lib. 4. 

XVI. And though the Female be the weaker Sex, 
yet ſuch has been rhe fidelity, and incredible ſtrength 
of afte&tion m ſome, that they have of-times pertor- 
med as great tnings as the moſt generons Men ; they 
have detpiſed death 1n the moſt dreadtul ſhapes,and 2jl 
forts of difficulties (by anynvincible Love to ther Bute 
hands) tn the preateft extremiry. Of which Hiitories 
are nor ſilent; for we r ad, thar Eyes burying the 
dead that had fallen in the Bairel of Gakine agamit 4nti- 
£045 , amongſt others, there was found the Rody of 
Ccteas, the Caprain of thoſ: Troops that had come out 
of Tedia; this man had two Wives, who accompa: -<d 
him in the Wars, one which he had newly mariied.,aad 
an cher whom he h2] married fone vears before, but 
both of themHore an in:1re love ro him, for whereas 
the-Laws of dz raquire, tharone Wife ſhiil 0! darat 
wich her dca:l Huſband, bhork thete oftered rhemiclves 
to death, and firove wirh- tha: at19ition, as if it had 
been ſom? glorious prize they ſoxght afrer ; before 
fi:1 Cap-ains as. were appointed their Judges, the 
younger Wife pleaded, That the other wzs with Chid, 
ant that therefore ſhe could nat have the henzfit of that Law 
The eld-r alledped, That wherezs {he was befire the ot9:r 
In years, it was alſ9 fit to2t [he ihauld be before nzy 14 How, 
force it was cullomary in ovher things that t5e Elder hnoutd 
have place; The Judges, when they underſtood by 
Midwives, that the Elder was with Child, pafled Judge 
ment that the younzer ſhould be burnt, which done, 
fh--rhar had loſt rhe cauſ2 departer, rending her Dias 
dem, and tearing her Hair, as if forme grievous calami- 
ty had befallen.her; the other full of Joy at her Vitory, 
went tothe Funcral-Fire, magaificently dreſt up -by 
her Friends, and ied along by her Kindred, as if to her

underſtanding it, I ſhall make a brief-digreſſion. Mar- 
eus Brutus (farth Plutarch) was deſcended from Zrnizs 
Brutus.as great an enemy to Kings as he was to Tyrants; 
he was well beloved by Ceſar, ſo that he gave order 
for his ſafety at the Battle of Pharſalia as for his own 
Son ; he moved nothing bur what was honeſt and ra- 
tional, ſo grave and conſtant he was ; he carried what

Yet this affeQion reigns with greater power in the

E:hius Raſchaixs a 
German Captain, was at the Siege of Buda, whoſe Son,a 
valiant young Gentleman beg got cut of the Army 
without his Fathers knowledge, carried himſelf fo va- 
liantly in a ſkirmiſh againſt che 7445 1n the fighr of his 
Father, and the whole German Army, that he was high- 
ly commended of all men, and eſpecially of his Father, 
who yet knew him notz$ after a gallant fight, before he 
could clear himſelf, and make a retreat, he was incom- 
paſſed by his Enemies, and valian*ty defending himſelf 
for ſome time, was at laſt unhappily ſlain; Raſchacius ex- 
ceedingiy moved for the death of fo brave a man, but 
Ignorant how near it concerned himſelf, turning about 
to the other Commanders, ſaid ; This gallant Gentleman, 
whatſarver he be, is worthy of everlaſting commendations, and 
to ve moſt honourably buried of any Perſon in the whole Army; 
as the reſt of the Captains were with the like compal- 
fjon approving his Speech, the dead body of the unfor- 
tunate Son berg reſcued, was preſented to the miſera- 
ble Father, which cauſed all that were there to ſhed 
Tears, but fuch a ſudden and inward paſlion of prief 
ſurprized the aged forrowtul Father, and ſtruck to to 
h s heart, that afcer he had ſtood a while ſpeechleſs, 
with his Eyes ſet in his head, he ſuddenly fell down 
dead. Turkilh Hiſtory. 

XXIII. Mahoamet the ſecond, Emperour of the 
Tyrbs, was no ſooner poſitiſed of his Fathers Throne, 
but like a young Tyrant, forgerring the Laws of Nature,

The young Lady underſtanding the death of 
her Child, as a Woman whom fury had made paſt 
fear, came and in her rage reviled the Tyrant-to his 
very face, ſhamefully upbraiding him for his inhumane 
cruelty z when Mahomet to appeaſe her fury, requeſted 
her to be content, for that 1t ſtood with the policy of 
his State, and willed her for her bezter contentment to 
aſk whatſoever the pleaſed,&ſhe ſhould forthwith have 
it ; but ſhe defiring nothing more, but 1m ſome ſortito 
be revenged, deſired to have Moſes the Executioner of 
her Son, delivered unro her bound, which when ſhe 
had obtained, ſhe preſently ſtruck him into the Breaſt 
with a Knite,crying in vain upon his unthankful Maſter 
for help, and proceeding in her cruel execution, cut 
an hole in his right ſide, and by piecemeal cut our his 
Liver, and caſt1t to the Dogs to ear, to that extremity 
did ſhe reſent the death of her beloved Son. Knowl!s 
Turkiſh Hiſt. 

XXIV. gens ſtood upon an high Rock, whence he.

Solon was 4 Perſon famous- throughout all 
Greece, as having given Laws tothe Athenians; he beings 
in his Travels, came to Miletum to converſe with Thats, - 
one of the wiſe men of Greece, theſe two walking to- 
gether upon the Market-place, _ comes to Solon, and 
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tells him, That his Son was dead ; being afflifted with 
this unexpeRed, as well as unwelcome news, he fell ro 
tearing of his beard, hair, and cloths, and fowling of 
his face in the duſt ; immediately a great confluence of 
People came about him, whom he entertained with 
howlings, and tears ; when he had lam long on the 
ground, and delivered himſe!f upto a!l manher of ex- 


preſLons of grief, unworthy the Perſon he ſuſtained,ſo - 


renowned for gravity and wiſdom, Thales bid him be 
of, good courage, for the whole of rhe Relation was bur 
a cantrivance of his, who by this experiment had deſi- 
redto try whether it was convenient for a: wiſe man to 
marry, and have Children, as Sulon had perſuaded him 
todo; butthat now he was ſufficiently ſatisfied 1t was 
no way neceſſary, ſeeing he perceived that the Joſs of 
a Child might occaſion a Perſon famous for wiſdom to 
diſcover all the ſigns of a madman.

RXYVI. Charles the Great, wasſo great a lover of h1s 
Sons and Daughters, that {te never dined, and ſupt

There were three Brothers, vhoupon. the 
death of the King their Father, fell out amongſt rhem- 
ſelves ahour the Succeſſion in the Kingdom,at laſt they 
agreed to ſtand tothe judgment, and determination of 
a Neighbour King, ro whom: they fully referred the 
matter ; he therefore commanded. the dead body of the

RXXXV. When the City of Troy was taken, the 
Greeks did,as became gallant men; for, pitying the mif- 
fortune of their Captives, they cauſed it to be proclai- 
med, that every free Citizen had liberty to take a- 
long with him any one thing :thar he defired; Anas 
therefore negle&ing all other things, carried out with 
him his H Id Gods ; the Greebs delighted with the 
Piety of the man, gave him a further permiſſion to car- 
ry out with him any other thing from his Houſe, where- 
upon he took upon his ſhoulders his Father, who was 
grown old and decrepir, and carried him forth ; the 
Gyecians were extreamly affeged with this fight, and 
deed of his, and thereupon gave him alkthat was: his 
own, confeſſing,that nature itſelf would not fuffer them 
tobe enemies, but Friends to ſuch as preſeryed fo prear 
Piety toward Heaven, and ſo great a Reverenceto their 
Parents.

RXXXVI. 0tho the ſecond Emperor of Germany,had a 
Son named Lyitolphus,a valiant and haughty young man, 
who raking offence at his Fathers ſecond Marriage, re- 
belled againſt him, being affiſted by many conſiderable 
Perſons; hereupona Otho raiſed a great Afmy to ſuppreſs 
them; bur Luito/phys not finding+ himſelf able to en- 
counter his Father in the Field, betook himſelf to the- 
City of Mentz, where his Father beſieged him for the 
ſpace of rhreeſcore days, and ſeverely battered the Ci- 
ty, which yer was as valiantly defended againſt him 3 
but atlaſt the Beſieged made a motion forPeace,where- 
upona'Truce was granted z during which, Luitolpbys > 
and his Parrizans found an opportuwity in the nighe to 
leave Ants, and betake him Uo Ratisbone ; the Em- 
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peror withour one days delay, followed them to Ratiſ- 
bone, which was better fortified, and provided than 
Mentz, and fo the Siege was more difficul: and doudt- 
ſul, and in the Afaults and Sallies, many brave 'men 
periſhed oneach fide ; yet ſoon after Luitolphus ſued to 
his Father for Peace and Pardon, which the Emperorat 
length, by the mediation of fome Prelates limited to a 
cercain time ; wherein his Sons faults, and offences 
ſhould be examined, and a Treary ſhould be held to 
. conclude all matters; upon which Luitotphus ſurrendred 
the City, and abſented himſelf from 'ms Farhers Pre- 
ſence, till he ſaw the iſſue ; but before the ttme prefixed 
was expired, the Emperor being _—_ Luitolphns ha- 
ving been convinced, and really ſenfible of his Fault, 
without any fecurity from his Father, came before him 
in the Fietds bare-headed, and bare-fcoted and kneel- 
ing at his Fathers feer, wept ; the Father being amazed 
at this ſtrange, and unexpe&ed rencounter, ſtood ſill, 
and the Son at laſt recovering his Spirits, mtreated him 
to have compaſſion on him, acknowledging ns * favles, 
and offences to have been very great, and rather 'deſcr- 
vinp a thouſand deaths, than any pardon, but being 
hearrily ſorry for the ſame, he hike the Prodigal Son, 
refented himſelf before his Father, who hat allo 2 
ather in Heaven, by whom he hoped to be forgiven 
and if he would pleaſe to grant him his life, he would” 
aſſure him to be ever after a Loyal and Obedient Son, 
 wholived, and would continually live in a conſtant ſor- 
row for what was paſt, and if he intended to- deal '0- 
therwiſe with him, he yer deſired him torememiber, 
That he was his own fleſh, an { blood, and that though the of- 
fence wereonly his. yet the juſt Father muſt-nteds beay a'pa#t of 
the puniſhment in flifted upon the guilty Son, but "that in ſhew- 
ng mercy, no inconvenienct could enſue, aud that if be ſhould 
be nexoravle, he ſhould loſe the moſt Obedient Son that tvey 
Father had ; having ended theſe, and many other words 
-ro the ſame effe&, he with great humility profixated 
himſelf upon the Earth, go tym. his Fathers Seneence, 
Either of Life or Death; this ſtruck ſo great an impreſ-

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f1on into the Emperors heart, to hear, and ſec his Son 
thew ſuch humility, and to ſhed ſo many tears, that he

-where the Country was good and fruitful; Sir, anſwered the 
- Bayl:f, I was born in this Country, and find 3t very good for 
me; are you ſo rich, ſaid the King, as they tell me you ave; I 
en not poor, replied the other, I have, bleſſed be God,where- 
withal to live ; the King then afked him how it was poſ- 
fible He ſhould grow ſorich in ſo pitifal a barren Coun- 
-try ; why, very eafily, replied the Bayliff; tell me which 
way then ſaid the King, marry Sir, -replied the other, 
becauf: I have ever had more care to do: my own buſineſs 
than that of my Maſters, or my Neighbours ; the Devil -reſuſt 
me, ſaid the King, ( for that was alwaies his Oath) thy 


reafon is very good for doing fo, and rifing betinies, thou couldſt

-EVT. Great hath been the love and irianefs of 
fome Perſons in their Religion, as well Chriſtians as 
Heathens, and their Reverence amt regard -toward ir,

MHera-lides in his Hiſtory of the Ab- 
bor Zur, ſpeaks of him as a Perſon extreamly devoted 
to truth, and giveshim this threefold 'commendation, 
That he was never hnown to tell a Liz, that he was never 
heard to ſpeak ill of any man, and laſily, that he uſed not to 
ſpeab at all, but when meceſſity required. AXemecrates the 
Philoſopher was known to be a man of that Fidelity 
and Truth in ſpeaking, that whereas no mans Teſtimo- 
ny might be taken in any cauſe, but upon Oath; yet the 
Athenians, ainong whom he hved, gave to him alone this 
priviledge, That his Evidence ſhould be lawful and good 
without ſwearing.

Nichlas Barbadicus, and M Triviſanus, 
ewo Parricians of Verice, of great repuration inreſpe& 
.of their own Virtues, the ſplendor of their Families, 
and the Dignitics, and Offices they had honourably 
born in the Common-wealth ; theſe two 1lluſtrious Per- 
ſons from their Youth had contracted a Friendſhip with 
each orher, a ſolid, and moſt intire one it was, carried 
aw all along with the performance-of mutual good Ofi- 
ces, and kindne(s; at laſt it happened, that Triviſanus 
through extraordinary domeſtick expences, charges mn 
- Journics, indulgence m ſuch pleaſures as are common 
with the more generous ſort of youth, and alſo by rea- 
fon of ſome lofles he had ſuſtained, and other caſualaes 
of Humaye life, -was' reduced to a condition moſt 


unworthy of his birth and blood z, his debis/ bring | 


grown 
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grown greater: tt aahis Fartynes, he was forfakeneven 
by his own Brethren, yet thenwas he received 1nto the 
Houſe of his only. Friend Barbadicus, who was a very 
noble andrich Perſon, and had before lent him four 
thouſand Duckets gratis z which debr he forgave hum as 
ſoon as he entred his Houſe, he alſo paid for him two 
thouſand more, which he had contrated with orhers, 
and aſter this, by an extraordinary and irrevocable a& 
of his own, he made him Overſeer, and Adminifirator 
of all his Goods movcable and immoveable, in ſuch 
n:anner that he mighr diſpoſe of them at his pieaſure; 
nor was Barbadicus ſatisfied with this, but chat le mighr 
Frovide for the benefit of his Friend, he leaves it 1n his 
W1l';hat though he had a Wife and Brother, yet Trizz- 
fa::15 ſhould be his ſole Executor, that he ſhould have 
the whole power of diſpoſing his Daughters 1n Marrz- 
age, nar ſhould he atany time be compelled torender 
an Acccunt of his Truſt, or of any thing pertaining to 
that Eſiate ; he alſo bequeathed him a Legacy as large 
as his Eſtate would permit, without apparent prejudice 
to the Fortunes of his Children ; Barbadicus vas-movcad 
to do all this, becauſe he perceived. Triztfanus, as 
ſoon as he had entred his Houſe, by a ſingular mo- 
*deſty of. mind, of a prodigal of his own Eſtate, became 
ſparing of anothers, and from that moment had lcft 
oft all Gaming, and other ſuch pleafures of youth, he 
had alſo-betaken himſelf tro the company and converſe 
of learned and wiſe men, and by aMdiaing. himſelf to 
the peruſal and ſtudy of the beſt Authors, had ſnewed 
him, that he would anſwer his liberality with ſincerity, 
uprighrneſs, and unblamcable fidelity, which fide 
Barhadicus had often before, and alfo ſince this li - 
Pi of tn copengn in him his bcJoved and moſt con - 

ant Friend, when he alone defenacd the life.and ho-

VIII. Some Men have been likewife very famous ſor 
Fortitude, and perional Valour, among whom, Charles 
the Fifch Emperour aforementioned, is very renowned 
in Hiſtory, who was ſo aftive from his Youth, as few 
Princes can paraliel him : For he made Nine Journeys 
into Germany, Seven into 1:aly, Ten to Flinders, Four 
to France, Two to England, and two expeditions into 
Africa: He made Eighr Voyages on the Mediterrantan 
Sea, and Three on the Occan ; what a multitude of va- 
liant Atchievemems did he perform in theſe Expzditi- 
ons! He ſent away Solzmanthe great Turs weeping from 
before the Walls of Viemzs, and fo flopped thar huge 
torrent of deftra&ion that was like tohave overwhelm- 
ed all Germary, and ſoon afcer the reſt of Chriſtendom : 
He made Barbarofſa that formidable Pyrate. and his Dra- 
gon, the Admiral Gallion wherein he ſailed, to fly be- 
fore hmm : Whar notable Conqueſts were thoſe of Go- 
letta and Tins, where the Roman Eagies hail not flowa 
ſince the time ofsScipio and Hannibal; and had n>t the 
Emulations of ſome Chriſtian Princes foundhim work at 
home, and diverted him, probably he had conquered 
and civilized all Barþzry, In Exrgp? he took the Duke 
of Clezr, with all his Towns and Territories : Hequell'd 
the Duke of Saxoy, the headof che Lutterzr party: H

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impriſoned rhe Duke of 2illain: He ſubdued and plus

no ſooner done, but the wind turned to the SourhWeſt, 
which 1s not uſual in thoſe Iflands, and brought-us in a 
ſhort time to our former ftation: about a year before 
this, General Blabe coming before Tuns, demanded re- 
paration for the Loſſes ſuſtained from the Turkiſh Py- 
rates, and being anſwered with ſcorn by rhe Dey, or 
King of 7p1zs, who in a Bravado bid him look upon his 
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Caſtles of Golleta, and 'Ferizo, which defended ' the

him all happinc(s, But, faid he, v9 had loſt both Crown 
ard life if with an ungrateful mind you had fled without my 
hzowlidge; For i knew of the death of SanQins, and I fe- 
lertly waited what courſe you would take, and bad diſpoſed 
unon the way. ſuch as 1 ſhould have returned you back from your 
Figit, had it been attempted. But no more of this, all I ſhalt 
require of you 15, that during your life you (hall be a true Fried 
to 2 2nd my tlder Son Hiſlemus.

Zenophon writes of Cyrus, that when Panthea 
2 moſt beautiful Lady was taken Captive by him, and 
was now ahout tobe brought into his preſence, he ex- 
preſly forbid it, left he ſhould vioJare his own and her 
chaſtity, thoagh bur with-his Eyes ; & when Araſpes,one 
of Ins famihar Friends, 'perivaded him to go to her 
Ten:, and confer with her, alledging, That ſhe was of in- 
torvareble extiliency, and a Lady worthy of a Kings Eye;

X, Acciolina Tyrant of Padua mn Ttaly, in 1253. 
ſurprized by Treaſon a little Neighbour City, called 
Baſſian, at which ſurprizal Blanch Rubea was taken with 
her Sword in her hand, her Huſband having been flain, 
fighting valiantly, ſhe was difarmea, and dragged b 
violence before the Tyrant, who extreamly taken wit 
her beauty, laboured both by promiſes and threatnings 
ro corrupt her chaſt mind, but finding the fortreſs nor” 
£2 he overcome this way,he refoived to carry 1t by plain 
force 3 but Blanche made ſhift by ſome precence to rid 
her ſc 1f out of his hands; and recovering a Window, 
threw her (elf from thence headlong to the ground, 
where ſhe lay welcring in her own blood ; ſhe was ta-

after ; when fome days were palled over, and ſhe was

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perfefly recovered, ſhe was again brought before-Ac- 
ciolin, where the ſtill continued 27n her chaſt reſolution, 
but the ſhameleſs Villain cauſed her to be. bound, and : 
held fo faſt by certain Grooms, the furtherers of his 
Debaucheries, that notwithſtanding all the refiflance - 
ſhe could poſſibly make, he defiled the Body of this .

execrable outrage, yet having diffembled it ſome. few 
days, ſhe gained leave of her Friends to ſee the body 
of her Huſband, being then al! .putrified ; at her deſire 
the Tomb-ſtone was lifted up, and Blanche diſcovering - 
the body, ſuddenly fell down upon it, drawing after her 
the ſtay that held up the ſtone, by the falt whereof her 
head was-ſo bruiſed, and cruſhed, thar death ſfoott ful- 
lowed, and ſhe. was laid in the fame Tomb. with her :

fhed their days this way in private ; neither the Tears, . 
nor Prayers of their Parents, nor the conſolation of | 
their Friends prevailed any thing ; but being more - 
ſubtle' and witry than thoſe who were: ſet-to waich 1 
them, they dayly thus died by. their own hands ; 1t'was ; 
therefore thought, that this dreadful thing came.t \. 
paſs by theexpreſs will of Heaven,: and was therefore - 
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greater than could be provided againſt by humane in- 
duſtry ; till at laſt, according to che advice of a wiſe 
Man, the Council publiſhed this Proclamation ; T At 
every Virgin which from befceforth ſhould lay violent hands 
upon her ſelf, (hould, dead as ſhe was, be carried [tark naked 
along the Market place; by which means they were not 
only reſtrained from killing themſelves, bur alto their 
deſire of dying was utterly extinguiſhed, a ſtrange 
thing, that thoſe who tremoled not at death, wich 15 
the moſt formidable of all things, ſhould yer, (throug}: 
an innate Modeſty) not be able to conceive in their 
minds, much leſs endure a-wrong and reproach to that

XII. A young Gentlewoman of 7apar in che E:ift- 
Haates, being on her knees at the end of the Table, wai- 
ting on her Maſter in the apartment of the Women, 
and oyer-reaching her ſelf ro take a. Flaggon that ſtood 
alice too far from her,ſhe.chanced to break wind back- 
wards, which ſhe was ſo much aſhamed of, that putting 
her. Garment. over. her. head, ſhe would by no means 
ſhew hex face afterward, .bur with an inraged violenco,, 
taking. one of. her Nipples of her Breaſts into her 
manch the bit 1roff.with ſuch fury, that ſhe died 1n the 
Flace.

XIV. In the ſame Country, 153g. there was a-great 
Lord, who havieg had an exa& ſearch made for all che 
young handſome.

Ladies Service, amongſt the reſt, there was one 
brought, whom he was ſoraken.-with, thatine made hier -- 
his Concubine ; ſhe was the Daughter of a peor Soldi- 
ers.

XVE.. A-grave and- learned: Minifter, and ordinary 
Preacher at Alcmar in Holland, one day as he walked in 
the Fields for. his recreation, was ſuddenly raken 
with a lask or looſene(s, .and. thereupon compelled to 
retire to the next Ditch 3 but being ſurprized at una« 
wares by ſome Gentlewomen. of his Pariſh wandring 
that way, he was ſo abaſhed, that he did never after 
ſhew his head in. publick, or. come 1nto.the Pulpit, but 
pined away with Melancholy; Burtons Melanch, p. 92. 

XVII. Marcus Scaurus was termed, The delight. and 
glory of - bis 'Country ;, He at ſuch time as he heard-the 
Cimor;,s beat the Romans at the River Atheſis, and that 
his Son, who was. a Roman Saldier, was flying toward 
the City, ſent hisSon word, That he-ſhowld much more-wils . 
lingly mett with his Boxes aftcr he had bien killed in fight,than 
tn ſee him guilty of. ſuch horrible Cowardice, as-to fly, and 
therefore that-if be had -any bind-of Modeſty remaining in him, 
azgenerate Son as he was, heſhould (hun the fight of his aibe- 
ſed.

Son MarcusScaurus: ſhould eſteem of,or deſpiſe 
Upon this news from the Father, the Sons modeſty was 
ſuch, that not preſuming ro ſhew himſelf in his ſight,he 
was conſtrained to be more valiant againſt himſelf than 
the Enemy, and flew himſelf with his own Sword.

XVII. Temperance and Sobriety 1s Iikewiſe a very 
commendable virtue, whether in meat, drink, or other 
things; and therefore when one of the Spartans was 
aſked, why his Countrymen did uſe to cat and drink fo 
very ſparingly, he anſwered, It is becauſe we had rather 
conſult for-others, than that others ſhould do ſo for us,Sharply 
implying, that Luxurious, and Intemperate men were 
utterly indiſpoſed, and unfit for Council, and that Tem- 
perance and Sobriety do uſually produce moſt whol- 
ſom advice ; indeed as all other virtues are obſcured 
by the want of this, fo both the body and mind are 
wonderfully improved by 1t. 

XIX. When Pauſanias had overcome Mry1on;us 1n 
Battel, and beheld rhe fplendid Utenſils, and Veſſels of 
Gold and Silver belonging to the Barbarian, he comman- 
ded the Bakers and Cooks to prepare him ſuch a Sup- 
per as they uſed for Mardonizs 3 which when they had 
done, and Pauſanizs had viewed the Beds of Gold and 
Qlver, the Tables, Diſhes, and other magnificent prepa- 
rations to his amazement ; he then ordered his Servants 


to prepare him ſuch a Su as was uſual in Syartz, 


which was a courſe Treat with black Brorh and the like ; 
when they had done it, and the difference appeared to 
be very ſtrang2, he then ſent for the Grecian Comman- 
ders, and ſhewed them both Suppers, and laughing, 
faid, O ye Greeks, T have called you together for this purpoſe, 


fhat F might ſhew you th? adneſs of - the Median General, 
who when he lived ſuch a life as this, muſt nteds cone to in- 
wade us who eat after this homely and mea? manner. Cams |

XX. -uguſtusCeſar, the Maſter of the World, was a - 
Perſon of a very ſparing Diet, and as abſtemious in his. 


drinking, he would" feed of courſe Bread, and-ſmall | 
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Fiſhes, Cheeſe made of Cows Milk, green Egs, and the 
like ; he drank buta ſmall quanrity at once, and but 
thrice at one Supper, his Supper conſiſted generally of 
three, and when he defired to exceed, but of fx Diſh- 
es, he delighted moſt in Rhezian Wine, yet ſeldom 
drank in the day time, bnt inſtead of drink, he took a 
ſop of Bread in cold water or aſlice of Cucumber, or 
a young Letrice head, or elſe ſome new gathered ſharp 
and tart Apples, that had a kind of Winiſh Liquor in 
them; thus lived this great Perſon after a faſhion, thar 
ſome Coblers and Botchers, would almoſt be loth to be 
obliged unto. Sutton. Hift. p. 102. : 

XXl. Alphonſus the elder King of Sicily, had ſudden- 
Iy drawn our his Forces to oppoſe the paſſage of Face- 
bus Candolus over the River Vulturnzs ; he had forced 
his Troops back again, but being neceſlitated to ſtay- 
there all day with his Army unrcfreſhed, a Soldier to- 
ward evening brought him a piece of Bread, a Radiſh, . 
anda piece of Cheeſe, a mighty preſent at that: rime ; 
bur Alphonſs commending rhe Soldiers liberality, re- 
fuſed his offer, and ſaid, It was not ſeemly for: hit to, feaſt, 
while his Army faſted. Fulgoſus Exercit. p. ot. 

XXII. Cato the younger, marching with his. Army 
through the hot Sands of Zybiz, when: by. the burning 
heats of rhe Sun, and their owa labour, they were prel- 
ſed with an immoderate thirſt, a Soldier brought him 
his Helmet full of water, which with much difficulty he 
had found, that he might quench'hrs thirſt wirthir; but 
Cato poured out the water in the ſight of all his Army, 
and ſceing he had not enough for them all, he would 
not taſt iralone; by this example of his Temperance 
and Tollerance, he taught his Soldiers the better to en- 
dure their hardſhip.

XXIII: The Thracians as they lived in-a Country 
that-abounded. with all things, eſpecially with: good. 
Wane, ſo they were a People ſomewhat roo much ad- 
difted ro Luxury; now when Ageſilans marched -with- 
bis Army throughtheir Country, the Thrarians in hon- 
our of him, ſeht hun a preſent of. Meal, Geete, Cakes. 

' made 
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made of Hon:y, aad divers other things of preat 
price, togerher with Junkers, and variety of ſiveet- 
mea's; of all theſe, Azrfaaus only accepted of the Meal, 
'co:mmanding thar ali the reſt ſhould be carried back a- 
gain by thoſe who had broughc them; but when riey 
imporcuned him-with earneſt intreaties, that he would 


be pleaſed to accept them; he conmanded thar all thoſe 


things ſhould be diſtributed, and divided among rhe 
Helotes, chat: 15,2 fort of Slaves belonging to rhe Laceds- 
monians; an when ſome asked him the reaſon of that 
Aion of his, he told them, T'2t ſuch kind of delicates 
were unſeemly frr Men who were addicted to the ſtudy of Vire 
£2 and YValour, and that thoſe things which infnaved ſervile 
natures and diſpoſitions ſhould be kept far off from Men of 
Freedom and liveral Education. Langiu Polyanthea. p. 460. 

XXIV. The Kings of [14:2 uſed to dry the Bodies 
of their Anceſtors, which done, they cauſed them to be 
hung up at the roof of their Pallace 1n precious Cords, 
they adorned them with Gold and Jewels of all forts, 
and fo preierved chem with a care and reverence little 
ſhorc of veneration 1tfelf; of the like ridiculous ſuper- 
ſtirionare chey guilty who make over-careful and coſt- 
ly proviſions for theſe bodies of theirs, which will ere 
long be breathleſs, and ſtinking Carkaſes ; they are uſu- 
ally Souls of an over-delicate, and voluptuous conſtity- 
tion and temper, that are fo delighred with this kind of 
Luxury, whereas the moſt worthy men, and Perſons of 
the greateſt improvemenrs by reaſon and.experience, 
have exprefſcd ſa:h a Moderation and Temperance 
herein, as may almoſt ſeem a kind of careleſaets, and 
neple&ofrchemſelves. 

XXV+ Rodul7b:ss Emperor-of Germany, did not at all 
differ from a private Perſon in hit habit, and being at 
Mentz,he walked outone morning alone;:heAir:was cold 
and piercing, and ther<fore having oMferved a fire in 2 
Bakers ſhop, he boldly went in, aad b2gan to warm 
himſelf; bur the Woman of the Houte, judging of him 
only by his Apparel, after ſhe had treated him wh a 
more than ſufiiciency of 11! language, began Þ to threa- 
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ten him with ſcalding water, that he was conſtrained 
to depart ; nor was he thus meanly accoutred upon 
ordinary days, but even 1n that great ſolemmity, wnen 
Ottacarus the King of Bohemia being overcome, was Te-. 
ceived by him to pay him homage upon his knees; the , 
King of Boh:mia came with a gallant ard ſplendid re- 
tinue, his Attendants, and their Horſes ſhone with Jew- 
els, Gold and Silk, and when the Emperor was adviſed 
by his Nobles toappear in his Imperial Robes, No, ſaid 
he, the King of Bohemia hath often Iaughe ! at my Grey- 
Coat, and now my Grey-Coat ſhall laugh at him. Lipftus 
Monit. P- 357. 

XXVI. There is now to be ſeenin the Chamber of 
Accounts of Lewis the Eleventh, King of France, 1n 
1451. Two ſhillings for Fuſtian to: new ſleeve His Ma- 
jeſties old Doublet, and three half pence for liquor to 
greaſe his Boots; I chuſe rather to call it his Frugality 
than Covetouſneſs, in as much as no man was more libe- 
ral of hs Coin when occaſion required, as Philip Con- 
tines, who writ his Hiſtory, and was alſo of his Councs 1 
dorh frequently witneſs. Clarks Mirrour. p. 232% _ 

XXVII. Mr. Herbert relates, that at the Reception 
of the Engliſh Lord Ambaſſador in the Court of Perſ7a, 
the Porſhaw, or Emperor of Perſiz, Abb.rs, fate upon 
two or three white ſilken ſhags, and though he was 
more beloved at home, more famous abroad, and more 
formidable to his Enemies than any of his Predeceſſors, 
yer he was ſcen at that time 1na plain red Callico Coat, 
quilted with Cotton ; as if he ſhou!d have ſaid, we 
might ſee his Dignity confiſted in his parts and pru- 
dence, and that he did not endeavour to ſteal reſpe& 
by borrowed colours, or rich Imbroideries. His Tur- 
bant was white and large, his waſt was girded with a 
thong of Leather, and his Courtiers were but ordinart- 
ly attired.

XXVIII 4lexander the Great, in his Habit and Ap» 
parel, differed very little from a private. perſon, and 
when one day after much labour and ſweat, he was a+ 
bout co.bath himſ-If inthe River Cyduzs, he ns 
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himſelf in the Gpght of his Army, eſteeming it a piece 
of Gallantry to ſhew thar he was content with ſuch ap- 
pare! as was cheap, and ezfily procurable ; as he was 
marching through ſome deſerts in Perfia, himſelf and 
his Army were 1n great ſtreights for want of water, and 
one of his Soldiers having two of his Sons ready to 
dic for Thirit, fearched aHour, and at laſt found a lictle 
water, with which he filled a leather Bottle, and fo was 
running with it to his Sons 3 but by the way meeting 
Hitxander, he flled our the water in a diſh, and offered 
It to him, Alexand:y aſked him whither he was car-3ing 
it 2 The man told him, To hs ©ons who weve ready to die 


with Thirſt; but, ſazd he, Pray Sir do you drink it, for if 


my Sons die, Tcan get more : but if you die, we (hail not haze 
fuch another King; Al-xander hearing this, gave him the 
water azain, and bid him carry ic to his Sons ; ar another 
time being in the lize ſtreights in the Deſerts of Arabia, 
ſome of his Soldier: by chance found ſome muddy 
water, wherewith one of them fl ling its Helmet, ran 
with it to Alerander ; who took it, and thanked him for 
his dil:gence, but poured the water upon the ground, 
though he was exceeding thirity, faying, Tf Tale ſhould 
arinb, it would m1be my Soldiers langath, and according- 
ly they. ſeeing his Temperance, encouraged themſelves 
by his Example, ard marched forward. Quintus Cyy-

XXIX. Chrlesthe fifch, Emperor of Germany, was 


very frugal, efpecially once, b21ng to make a Royal en- - 


trance into the Ciry of M!!:is; there was great prepa- 
ration for his crtertainmen*, the Houſes and Streets 


were heautifed and adorned ; the Cirrzens drefſed m. 


their richeſt Ornaments, and a golden Canopy was pre- 
pared to be carried over his head, and great expettati- 
on there was to ſee a great and glorious Emperors bur 
when he entred the City, he came 1n a plain black elo:h 
Cloak with an old Hat on his Head, fo that they who 
Aw him, nor helieving their Eyes, asked which was he, 
Jaughing ar themſelves for being fo deceived in their 
Expettacions. Clarks Mirrour. p. 233» ; 
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XXX. Mr. Hollingſheld writes, that he knew an old 
Man, who told of the former times 1n England, and at- 
firmed, that if the Maſter of the Houſe had a Matriſs, a 
Flock-bed, anda fack of Chaff to reſt his head on, he 
thoughr himſelf as well lodged as the Lord of the Town. 
For ordinarily they lay upon ſtraw Pallets covered 
with Canvas, and a round log of Wood under their 
heads inftead of a Bolſter, ſaying, rhat ſoit Pillows were 
fironly for Women in Child-bed, and in a good Far- 
mers Houſe, it was rare to find four pieces of Pewter ;

Elizabeth was the Daughter of the King of 
Hungary, and was Married to Lewis Earl of Thurtzgia, 
vet in the midſt of Riches and abundance, ſhe afﬀefted 
Poverty, and Humilitv, ſometimes when ſhe remained 
ar home with her Maids, ſhe put on her meaneſt Ap- 
parel, ſaying, That ſhe would never uſt any of her Ornament 
whatſnever, if it would pleaſe the good and merciful God to put 
hey into ſuch a condition, wherein ſhe might freely diſpoſe of her 
ſelf, and live according to her own inclin tion. When ſhe 
wert to Church, her manner was to place her ſelf a- 
mongſt the poorer ſorrof Women; after the Death of _ 
her Huſband, the underrook a Pilgrimage, according 
to the Superſtition of thoſe times, wherein ſhe gave to 
the poor and neceſlitous all that. came to her hands to 
diſpoſe of; ſhe built am Hoſpital, wherein ſhe made we 
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ſelf an Attendant upon the ſick and poor, and when by 
her Father ſhe was recalled into Hungary, ſhe refuſed 


ro go, preferring this manner of life before the enjoy-

XXX. Tr2jan the Emperor, was a Perſon of ſuch 
rare Aﬀability, and Humility, that when his Soldiers 
were wounded in any Battle,he himſelf would go from 
Tent to Tent, to viſit, and take care of them, and when 
Swaths. and other Cloths were wanting to bind up their 
Wounds, he did not ſpare his own linnen,but tore them 
1n pieces to make things neceſſary for the wounds of 
his Soldiers, and being reproved for his roo much fa- 
miliarity with his Subjeas, he anſwered, T hat heeſired 
to be ſuch an Emperor to his Subjetts, as he would wi'h, if he 
binſtlf were a private man.

XXX1IV. Upon the death of Pope Paulthe Third, 
the Cardinals being divided avout the Ele&ion, the 
Imperial party, which was the greateſt,gave their Vote 
for Cardinal Pool, an Engli/2man, which being told him, 
he difahled himſelf, and wiſhed them to chuſe one thar 
might be moſt for the Glory of God, and the good of 
the Church ; upon this ſtop, ſome that were no Friends 
to Pool, and perhaps expeed the place themſelves, if 
he were put of, laid many things to his charge, and a- 
mongſt others, that he was not without ſuſpition of LZy- 
theraniſme, nor without blemiſh of Incontinence ; but he 
cleared himſelf fo handſomely, that he was now more 
1mporrcuned to take the place than before, and there- 
fore one nighr,the Cardinals came to him being inBed, 
and told him rhey came to adore him, which 1s a cir- 
cumſtance of the new Popes Honour, but he being a- 
wakened out of his fleep, and acquainted with 1t, made 


anſwer, That this was not a work of darkneſs, and there-. 


fore required them to forbear till next day, and then to do as 
God (houl put it to thiir minds; but the Ttalian Cardi- 
nals attributing this his Humility to a kind of ſtupidity 
and ſloth ir Pool, looked no more after him, but the 
next day choſe Cardinal Montanus Pope,who was atter- 
ward named Puts the Third.

XXXVI. In the Reign of Throdoſrus the Emperor 
there happened a great tumulrt in Thefſalonica, a rich and, 
populous City of Maredovia, amongſt rhe People againſt 
the Magiſtrates and Governors under the Emperor,and 
their Fury grew ſo great, - that they flew them, which 
when T heodoſizs underſtood. he was fo incenſed againſt 
them, that he cauſed his Soldiers toputren thouſand of 
the common people to death, making no difference be- 
tween the guilty and innocent 3 St. Ambroſe hearing of 
ir, when the Emperor came to Church, as his manner 
was, Ambroſe ſer himſelF at the Church door, and that 
his Repentance might beas publick as his Offence, he 
told the Emperor, That he ſhoxld not entey there, makinp-a 
learned Oration to him, wherein he opened his faulr, 
and then Excommunicated him ; all which rhe Empe- 
ror heard with prear patience, and returning to his 
Pallace, he continued there eight months before he was 

Abſclved, at the end whereof he faid to one abcut 
hun, Truly T will go and ſte what Pennance my Paſtor will 
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lay upon me for mine offence; and fo he went to the Church 
door, where St. Amuroſe was, and intreated him-to ab- 
f.lve him ; But what Repentance have you ſhew'd, ſaid the 
Biſhop, for ſo hainozs ar Offence ? And with what Salve have 
you healed ſo mortal 4 wound?Toufaid theEmperor,are to ix- 
ftrutt, and (hew me what I am to do, and you (hall ſee I'will 
accompli,h what you (hall preſcribe - The Biſhop ſeeing the 
Emp.MildnefsandHumility,and judging it ſufficient pen- 
nance, that he had been ſo long Excommunicated,cour- 
teouſly replied, Tour Penance Theodofus ſhall be this, 
that ſeeing in your baſty fury you committed ſuch an horrid Mur- 
they, you (hall preſently eſtabliſh a Law, that no man whom 
you ſhall adjudee to die, ſhall be executed within thirty days 
aftey you hare pronounced the Sentence; at the end of which time, 
you ſhall either ratify, or diſannul your Sentence, as you [hal 
fee cauſe. The Emperor immediately cauſed this Law 
to be written, and proclaimed, which he everafter ob- 
ſerved, and whereof much good enſued ; and fo being 
abſolved, he came into the Church, praved, and rece1- 
ved the Sacrament,and ev-r aftcr loved St. Ambroſe very 
dearly, and uſed his Counci! in many matters, and for 
his Companies fake,he continued in Mil/ain the remain- 
der of his life. Clarks Lives. p. 20.

Alphonſizs the moſt noble Ring of A4rr2gon, 
Naples, and S:cily, as he paſſed through Campania, lighted 
by accident upon a Muleteer, whoſe Mule overladen 
with Corn. ſtuck in the Mire, nor was he able with all 
ins ſtrergth rodeliver herthence ; the Vuleteer beſce- 
ched all rhat paſſed by to help hinv. bur in vain; ar laſt 
the King himſelf diſmounts from his Horſe, and was fo 
700d an help tothe poor man, that he freed-his Beaſt; 
when he knew 1t was the Ring, falling on h1s knees, he 
Hepged his pardon, the King with courtecus words dif= 
miſt him; this may ſeem athing of ſmall moment, yet 
hereby feveral People of Campania became — 
to the King. This ſame Prince being informed by his 
Vice-Roy at Naples, that in his abſence one of thoſe two 
mighty Ships which he had built, and which ſeemed 
itke Mountains, by the negligence of the Seamen, had 
taken fire,and was burnt down; he told the Meſſenger, 
T hat he well knew that Ship, though great and magnificent, 
would yet aſter ſome years be corrupted, or periſh by ſome: pan 
ent 
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aent or other, and that therefore the Vice- Roy, if he were wiſe, 
would bear that misfortune with an equal mind, as he hinſilf 
did. By this may be diſcovered the hunility, and 
patience likewiie of rhis great Perſonage, which are 
both very excellent Accompliſhments, but eſpecially 
when rhey have been improved ſo far, as to repreſs our 
riſing PafJi>n3 1n the midſt of injurious Provocations, 
and under great loſſes, and injuries received, in bearing 
pariently reproofs from Infertors, and likewiſe in ſup- 
porting men inthe midſt of the moſt exquiſite torments 
and hardſhips, of all which we have divers inſtances in 
Hiſtory. and ſhall relate ſome of each particular. 
XXXIX. Philo, King of Macedon, had one Nicanoy, 
that went about rayling againſt him, whereupon his 
Courtiers, perſuaded him to puniſh kim ſeverely for 
It, to whom Philip anſwered , Nicanor 2s zone of the 
worſt of my Subjeiis, I muſt rather therefore obſerve and 
ſee. whethzy Thave not committed any evil whereby Thave gi- 
ven him cauſe to (prab (ſo evil of me; And making ſerious 
1aquiry, he found. that there was a certain poor man, 
who had deſerved well of him, to whom he had never 
given a reward, whereupon he made him large fartis- 
fa&ion, and the poor man did every where extol his 
gondneſtand bounty; then faid Philip ro his Attendants, 
Tos ſee my Friends, it !s in our own power either to be ſpoken 
well or ill of. The Pel:ponefians, who had received many 
and great favours from King Philip,yet hated him,ſpoke 
evil of him, and when he came tro the Olympich Games, 
hifſed at him, whereupon his Friends ſtirred him up 
to revenge, but he mildly anſwered them, ſaying, If they 
do thus when I do them 200d, what would they do, if I fhould 
do them burt. At another time the Athenians ſending 
Ambaſſadors to requeſt ſome favours of him, heenter- 
tained them courrteouſly, and granted their requeſts, 
aſking them if there were any thing elſe wherein he 
might gratify rne Athenians, ro which one of them an- 
fwered, Ts truly, if thou wilt hang thyſelf This exceed- 
ingly tnraged Philips Courtiersz bur he without being 
moved, ſent then away courteouſly, only bid4ing _ 
tc 
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tell che Athenians, That they-who ſpake ſuch things, winefar 
weaker than thoſi who could hear, and bear them-patientiy..He 
uſed to ſay, That he was bebalding tathe Athenian Orators, 
who by thtir reproaches made bim better, whilſt he was ſorced 
by bis Actions to confute their ſlanders, and make them Lyars. 
As King Philip beficged the City of Methon, ard was 
walking about to view the Walls, one ſhot an Ar- 
row at him from thence ; whereby'he put out his right 
Eye, which yet he took ſo pariently,that when: the City 
Zens a few days after ſent out to treat with him-.about 
the ſurrender, he:gave them! honourable terms, anid af 
ter theyhad pur the City into his hands, took no re- 
venge on them for'the loſs of his Eye. In-one Battle 
having raken a conſiderable number of Priſoners, he 
was himſelf in Perſon toſee them ſold; ; as he:iſare'un 
his Chair, his Cloths were turned up, or tacked. up 
higher-chan was decent -or ſeemly, when: one of; the 
Priſoners, who was upon fale, cryed out unto tin;

the root, The King threatned the Son with death, if his 
Carriage were not h=tter, and perceiving the old mans 
zeal to Juſtice, of a Gardiner, made hima Judge. Cau- 
ſms H. Conrt.

RXXII. Epaminondas the Theban, being General a- 
gainſt the Lacedemonians, it fell out that he was called to 
T hebes, upon the Elc&ion of Magiſtrates ; at his depar- 
cure, he commits the care, and government of the Ar- 
my to his Son Steſmbrotus, witha ſevere charge that he 
ſhould not fight till his return.

once I ſaw the old man preſent theCombate to his Son; 
the Duke of Burgundy being defirons to make an agree- 
menr, oftered the young Duke whom he favoured, the 
Title of Governor of Gelderland, with all the Revenucs 
thereof, ſave a little Town near Brabant, called Grave, 
which ſhould remain to the Father, with the Revenues 
of three thouſand Florens,a yearly Penſion of as much 
more, and the Title of Duke, as was but reaſon ; I (faith 
Comines ) with others wiſer than my ſelf, were appoin- 
ted ro make report of theſe conditions to the voung 
Duke, who anſwered us, That he hzd rather throw bis Fa- 
ther headlong into a Well, and himſelf after bim, than agree to - 
ſuch an appointment, alledging ; That his Father bad ven 
Dabe forty and four years, and that it was now time for him to 
goter”, Notwirhſtanding, he ſaid. hz-wodld agree to give 
hiz a yeav'y Penfim of three thouſand Floress, 1pon vondition 
he ſhould depart the Country as a baniſhed mah, 283 to veturn;

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ments ; and therefore the Romans did ſharpiy chaſtiſ© 
them, and endeavoured to render them odiou+ ; for. 
they were commanded and ſworn never to eat theil 
m-at but ſtanding : Nay, they were accounted ſo hate” 
ful amongſt them, that when - Hannibal offered the Ro" 
7a Senate eight thouſand Caprives tv Þe redeemed, 
the y. refuſed his offer, ſaying, That they were not northy 
to be redeemed, who had rather. be baſely taben, than die bo -- 
neſily and w2liantly.-
